dant in the Ottawa district, and in an 
effort to prevent a repetition of this 
outbreak in 1937, every grower rais- 
|ing either sweet or fodder corn should 
make a determined effort to put the 
recommended control methods into 
practice. : 
The remedy in this case is cheap 
and simple. The corn borer passes 
the winter in corn refuse lying in 


ly destroying all corn refuse, 
contained borers, lying in the field or 
stored in buildings. The following 
clean up suggestions should be car- 
ried out: 

(1) Cut all corn as low as possible 
in order to remove bulk of the bor- 
ers with the stalk. 

(2) Feed completely, or burn, all 
stalks before June 1st—of the follow- 
ing years. 

(3) Uproot and burn all sweet corn 
stalks which cannot be conveniently 
ploughed @hder, as soon as ae have 
dried out. 

(4) Plough down all infested stub- 
ble and corn refuse in the garden and 
field before June 1st so carefully that 
it is all completely covered. 

(5) Burn all corn refuse remaining 
about the farm before June Ist. 

As corn borer mothers readily fly 
from one farm to the next, commun- 
ity action in control is most import- 
ant. Make every effort to induce 
neighbouring growers to put control 
practices into operation and clean up 
all corn refuse this autumn or next

London this month, particularly em- 
phasizing those items which concern 
our Dominion, but there is one vital 
point that dbuld not be discussed here 
until today because it only within 
recent days that this column was able 
to obtain certain information on this 
subject due to the reticence of offic- 
ials in the Capital and elsewhere. I 
refer to the role that Canada will play 
in the effort of the British Empire to 
collaborate with certain nations of the 
European continent to secure peace 
and prosperity without resorting to 
war. 

Anyone who is intimately acquaint- 
ed with current history and contemp- 
orary politics on the international 
scene knows that Great Britain and 
the rest of the British Empire is try- 
ing to bring the world out of the fog 
in which it has been groping for the 
past three years, and to bring about a 
sett'ement of all problems by concil- 
latory measures. The basis of this 
school of diplomacy is that force is 
no permanent remedy for any evil and 
that vengeance in any form produces 
undesirable fruit. 

With this frame of mind every 
move made within recent months by 
British statesmen has been far more 
successful than it would appear from 
A casual study of international state 
of affairs. Yet that fact is admitted 
by all the leading statesmen of the 
Empire who are now in London for 
the Imperial Conference, because they 
realize that a deep impression has 
been made upon all those nations 
which boasted of war-like plans by 
the colossal British rearmament pro- 
gram throughout the entire British 
Commonwealth of Nations, that the 
increasing economic difficulties - of 
Germany, Italy, etc., involve a serious 
shortage of raw materials for indust- 
ry and preparations for the manufac- 
turing of gigantic rearmament pro- 
grams, and & shortage of food that 
may become acute within a few 

months, and that these belligerent na- 
tions of Europe are eagerly looking 
for a chance to increase their exports 
and to get away from a policy of eco- 
nomic isolation and to slow down in 
the tempo of rearmament. 

Therefore, it is no secret that the 
British policy of patience and care in 
interna’ political manoeuvres 
within recent months is now openly 
showing signs of great rewards to the 
whole Empire. 

But the story is not finished, and

The waite revival pf interest in 
the matter was caused by the recent 
decisions of the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council whereby adverse 
judgments were rendered against cer.

ment of the people of Canada, These 
social measures which included the! 
Farmers’ Creditors’. Arrangements 
Acts of 1934 and 1935, the Natural 
Products Marketing Acts, etc., and all 
of which aimed to create better laws 
for the control of the hours of labour, 
minimum wages, and the like, fell flat 
when the Privy Council decided that 
three out of the six questions submit- 
ted were entirely outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the Federal Parliament. It is 
quite natural that a wave of com- 
plaint followed in the wake of these 
decisions, and mow there is an open 
campaign amongst certain powerful 
political persons to bring about a final 
show-down on this question, and no 
one would be surprised if this culmin- 
ates in a terrific effort being made to 
force the Supreme Court of Canada 
to become the highest court of appeal 
for the people of the Dominion.

It has been claimed that the latest 
decisions of the Privy Council’s Jud- 
icial Committee disclosed that this 
body of judges lacked familiarity with 
Canadian problems, that it had neglig- 
ently misquoted the British North 
America Acts, and that it had archaic 
political views which motivated its ef- 
forts to put Canada to the status of a 
Crown Colony. 


Those who favor appeals to the 
Privy Council claim that this body is 
absolutely impartial and not prejudic. 
ed in the least, that no political bias 
exists amongst the members of this 
Judicial Committee which has juris- 
diction, over 400 million persons, and 
that incompetence or negligence does 
not enter the question since the Privy 
Council in its latest decisions did not 
reverse a single judgment of the Su- 
preme Court of Canada where matters 
of constitutional rights were involved,

“Knvexhihition of representative 
Canadian painting¥ vreated something 
of a furore at Cape Town alidsqused 
two critics to drastic denunciation, 
but the situation seems to have cul- 
minated happily, with the purchase of 
five of the controversial pictures by 
the National Gallery of South Af- 
rica. 


The show was assembled by Arthur’ 


Lismer of Toronto, educational direc- 
tor of the Toronto Art Gallery and an 
artist himself. Sir William Clark, 
former British high commissioner, to 


Canada, formally opened the exhibi-| 


tion after which the critics made 
themselves heard. 

Gwelo Goodman declared the pic- 
tures made him think of the “scream 
of the syren, the howl and drone of 
machinery.” Another critic, whose 
status is not indicated, stated“ the 
Canadian snow scenes made him ill. 

The Cape Argus commented editor- 
jally on the criticisms and registered 
a plea for less “odium paletticum” 
and “rather more politeness in deal- 
ing with the art of living painters 
who are esteemed in their own coun- 
try.” 

The pictures purchased from the 
exhibition of the National Gallery 
of South Africa represent the first 
important sale of Canadian art to a 
public gallery in a decade. The paint- 
ings, which will become part of the 
permanent collection of the national 
gallery at Cape Town, are: “Cranber- 
ry Lake,” by Franklin Carmichael of 
Toronto; “Connecticut River,” a water 
color by Mrs. Peter Haworth of Tor- 
onto; “Winter in Quebec,” by A. Y. 
Jackson, Toronto; “Little Haven, No-

onto; and “The Long Barn,” by Geo. 
D. Pepper, formerly of Ottawa but 
now on the staff of the Ontario Col- 
lege of Art. ;
